ver convention, a frathering whicb 
itccording to oiif of the prime moven 
of the afijiir is to "sound the firs't gun 
for financial independence from Britisb 
diotatloa" were slow in getting to- 
m||Mr»t t)ie First Methodist ehnrch. 
.ranblyoatof respect to the iftcred 
character of the edifice no banners were 
.displayed with but a solitary escejjtion. 
a small sillceu Tiaiuu'rctfe wlii(!h 
marked the place of t lie Iinli.-ina dele- 
gation and liore the iusorijition. "Free 
coinage of silver, specia] privileges to 
none." 

Tlipjpwft. de)fg»tion, with General 
Jbhn ft WeATer marching at its head, 
WM one of the earliest to put in an ap- 
pearance, and the Colorado contingent 
came cloae behind. 

While the convention was getting to- 

Sther there wae an utter lack of en- 
Oliatm. Not a solitary handclap 
greeted anj of the dietingniahed men 
when tiiey were recognized and. even 
Mayor Harrison came in to deliver t)H> 
aduesaof welcome without a am'^k' 
t^en of recognition. There wus but a 
single woman delegate on the floor. Mrs. 
JoMphine Moody Luthe, a member of 
the Denver bar. 

At a quarter after 10 o'clock General 
Ju- J. V/amer, as president of the bi- 
metellic league, called the convention 
to order, but it was fully 15 minutes 
before a semblance uf qniet was se- 
eored. At this time everv seat in the 
gallery and on the ground fiour had its 
oocupant, and thi» aisles with the rear 
of the hotise were packed with people 
on their feet. Searty applause greeted 
Mayor Harrison when he was intro- 
duced to welcome the delegates. He 
■Bid the men before him were certainly 
tameat Some Mid they were wild, 
that they were lilyar Innacioa. He was 
aaelad to welcome raoh lunatics. There 
haa been inch lunatics since the begin- 
ning of history. 

Mayor Harnson proceeded to deal at 
lengtii with the nlver question, inci- 
dentally paying his respects to the New 
York plutocrats. He urged the dele- 
gates not to go wild nor to create 
any new "isms," not to go in for fiat 
money. Let them have nut one cry, 
tmt one platform, that the n^oney of 
the country should be placed side by 
■Ida, gold to silver, doing their work u 
It waa given them to da 

Mayor Hurlaon concluded amid pro- 
toDjpra appianse and It was resumed 
whan Thom«| W.. Patterson of Denver 
'waanreaented to respond in behalf of 
the mlegates. 

Mr. Patterson spoke in an energetic 
strain and was repeatedly applauded. 
Ba said that Chicago and the ootmtry 
needed conservative council and con- 
servative advice. They ooold get it 
firom the bimetallistSi for they were the 
conservatives. Tha pre s ent situation 
could only be arra st sd by placing on 
tha statate books the legisianon recom- 
mended by the conservative men of the 
country. 

Every day reputable dtisens of Den- 
ver were arriving from that place on 
deadhead freight trains and people hud 
dedared that they should be well 
watched. If there was danger of an- 
archy who would produce the anarchy ': 
(Cries of the millionaire.) If there wad 
danger of looting the banks who would 
be^e cause of it? (Yells of "gold bugs" 
and ••millionaires.") 

Bhonld these men be thrown as paup-

when they meet to determine what waa 
to be done in the present situation, let 
tbem remember that it was their finan- 
cial system that had stricken down 
silver.' 

These gentry had a boomeranf before 
them, bo far as the people of Oolonulo 
was concerned, they bad never taken a 
selfish view of the situation. The 
unanimous demand in the west was for 
free coinage, such as Washington and 
Hamilton and Monroe gave to the coun- 
try when Jaoksini was praaidsat. They 
desired to call back to their ahoes the 
dlseharged mechanics now wanoarinK 
ovar the United Statee. Where were 
g|H||yknarchists? They were sitting 
MMbe banking counters; they were 
turning the people out of their aomes: 
they were dragging down prices and 
robbing everybody of their property. 
Thn .American people had tne right 
and they would ultimately triumph. A 
year from now they would be singing 
psalms of triumph. 

Mr. Patterson concluded amid a tor- 
rent of applause, and General A. J. 
Warner then began his address as tem- 
porary chairuian: 

He said that a most extraordinary 
condition of affairs meets the assembly 
of the convention. Almost profound 
peace prevailed fMC^Ihe world, the 
earth had yielded MT «bita in abund- 
ance, and the rich ll^tvifl was being 
gathered under favorla|r MOas. There 
was enough, and to spare, and yet 
never before in the history of the coun- 
try had there been such widespread 
fear and disgust; never before such a 
loss of oonndenoe and destruction of 
credit. Industries everywhere were 
breaking down; laborers by tens of 
thousands were being throMm on the 
streets with want starini^ them in the 
faces. Trade was stagnant, business of 
all kinds in a state of semi-sunpension. 

Scores of banks, most of them prudent 
maoaged and ehuwinu as they cloued 



their 'doors assets, Which, under ordi- 
nary eironmstandss, would place them 
abota suspicion, were driven into sus- 
pension. There was also a shrinkage in 
the prices of stocks of |1,000,000.(I(H). ex 
tending to all gold countries. AltoRether 
the financial situation was unparalleleil. 
There must be some adequate cause for 
such a general depression in the finan 
cial condition. To attribute this condi- 
tion of affairs to the present purchase 
law in the United States waa lo magni- 
fy a molehill into amoontain, even if 
tne law wr a not In Itself beneficial. 

To attriimte the present financial 
conditions to the soiled Sherman law 
implied a s.ate of ignorance that exists 
nowhsM ontdde of banks, chambers of 
commerce Hid bocurds of trade that re- 
iterate pro forma such declarations. 
The object lesson, therefore, so far as 
was intended, is a different one from 
that which the gold conspirators in- 
tended, as it enabled them to see tlM 
beginning of tha shrinkaoe of price that 
would take place in oraer to goto s 
gold basis. One thing, liowsvar, will 
not shrink evidences of debt; thay must 
be paid in the same number of dollars, 
though the dollars be doubled in value. 
If the world's wealth be «800,000,000.- 
000 and its debts $100,000,000,000, it it 
easy to see what doubling tha doUat 
means. It is payincr for the world. 
Double the world's debts and the own- 
ers of the debts will own the world. 
"Yes, the neat (doba ItssU tbetn 
that on it dwells. 

"It is a plot that one would think 
only fiends would indulge in, but evi- 
dence is abundant that no less a scheme 
of plunder than this was conceived 
after the close of the war. and the con- 
Bpirnv;y was concluded on the close of 
the Franco- Prupsian war. All that WM 
needed to accomplish the spoliation of 
the world was to change the money 
standard from gold and silver to gold 
alone. , 

"The American congress wHl be 
bound; who has bound it 't T>ie same 
power that struck the blow in India— 
the gold cli<iue of London. Will con- 
gress thus be boimd-? We shall aee. At 
one blow <i8 per cent was added to thv. 
debt of India. By a stroke of the pen 
of the secretary in council for India the 
silver mines of half the globe are 
closeed. and values are overturned as if 
by an earthquake shock. No other 
country was advised with; no interest? 
were consulted but thse benefited by 
the act; if they gained who niijiht lose 
was of little concern, if the Ulidtnian 
law is repealed the lust support of sil- 
ver is removed, the last bamer to the 
establishment of the single gold stand- 
ard is broken down. What will be the 
consequences immediate and remote ' 

"The condition that confronts us is 
the most {lerilous in our whole country, 
We are on the brink, the abyss is next, 
Do the gold conspirators think this 
scheme of spoliation can be peacefully 
forced upon the American people / 
Gladstone expressed the interest of 
Great Britain in this movement in his 
speech in parliament, when he admit- 
ted that England held ten billions or 
more of the debts of other coiutries, 
and that the dearer gold became the 
more they would receive when the 
debt was paid, or the interest on the 
debt received." 

(iJeneral Warner contended that if 
the Sherman laws were repealed it 
would \ e tilt' end of bimetallism, and hfl 
would v. arii those who were forcing 
this condition that they were preparing 
the way fur tiat money. 

"This was a lite aiKi death struggle. 
The goldcom\)iiiHtiiine.\tciided through 
many t (»uiii rii 8 it controlled nearly 
all the dailies of the larK'e cities. The 
pres.** that wi's diiee the buhvark of the 
rights of the peojile is so 'lo hiiigcr. it 
is in the hands of the t'lieinv. Thi' own- 
ers eaiphjy editorial wnt' TS as at- 
torneys to writo." 

This wa-s received with lont? con- 
tinned apphiuse. many "f the (lelej^iites 
getting uj)Ou the eluiirs .•.iid veiling 
tliem^elvt h hoarse. 

Tliese writerw, (icneral Werner con- 
tinued. Would in the dayn of the revolu- 
tion stand in Wahhington's army and 
extolled the iK)litieal policy of iiri'at 
Britain. Thin contest \Miis, tb. reforc a 
life and death struggle, but if this 
country wub to remain the land of the 
frci' if it wan to rfmain a country 
wliere govt rument by the people was to 
continue thov must win and theywtnild 
havt* won only when the money of the 
constitution had Ix'en restored through 
bimetallic coinage. Tlit^ compromise 
they ottered was to repeal both the .Sher- 
man laws, that of IH'i'd. and that of 1^90 
in tlie sanif act and set the country 
ba<-k with the money of the constitu- 
tion in full force again nndsr the law 

prior to 1H7S. 

(reneral Warner concluded amid 
gr> at applause. The audience rose to 
feet and ehswfd for a oouple of 

uiinutcH. 

While the apparently interminable 
sp^-echmaiiing of the morning wis in 
progress, the hall hecame overcrowded 
by tlie arri\al of belated ilele;;ates until 
the aisles, the i)ul[)it. stairs and rostrum 
were called into recjuisition for resting 
jilaccs. 

As soon as tleneral Warner had 
tinished his speech, the wrath of the 
deleg.ites against this ctindition of af- 
fairs broke forth like a cyclon , and 
delegateo all over the hall pleaded and 
shouted for better quarters. 

With a iili'Hsant suggestion that the 
conveiiiiun Miiu;ht to com-Tat ulatc itself 
upon thf fact that there was so much 
of a that laru'cr (luarters than had been 
expected were found necessary, Ciener.il 
Warner stemmed the wrath and a com- 
mittee was forthwith api>oiiited to look 
np a larger hall for the afternoon ses- 
sion. Committees on credentials and 
purnianent organization were also ap 
pointed, and the convention tc;ok a re- 
cess until 2:30. 

When the delegates began to reaa- 
eeiuble at the church after recess it was 
announced that Central Music Hall had 
been secnired for the remaining sessions. 
The floor and first balcony or^ this hall 
have a seating capacity of 1,500 and 
they were crowded iust as much aa.the 



church had been at the opening session. 

When General Warner had called the 
convention to order at 2:60 the commit- 
tee on permanent organization reported 
the permanent organization of the con- 
vention in this order: 

Chairman, Allen W. Thurman, Ohio; 
secretary, Joseph Hutchinson, Colorado; 
assistant secretary, Lee Crandall, Wash- 
ington, and Amoe Simpson, Illinois; 
sergeant-at-arms, Champion S. Chase, 
Nebraska. 

The slate went through with a whoop. 

After this a committee on resolutions 
wa« apitointed, consisting of one man 
from each state. 

The roll was then called for vice 
presidents from states, and the Illinois 
boys got into a tangle. Representative 
Taubeneck, chairman of the People's 
party was named, but several delegates 
protested, and it was soon developed 
that there was a fight between the 
labor men on the delegation from the 
cities and the agriculturists from the 
country^. Ten minutes were spent in 
arranging and then the convention in- 
sisted on the delegation i)olling itself 
then and there. The result was that 
Taubeneck was chosen by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Among the well known men named 
as vice presidents and whose names 
w«jre aiinlauded were Captain Jack 
Crawf<n-(1. the frontier scout of New 
Mi'xico: T. V. Powderly, general master 
workman of the Knights of Labor; 
Martin Mctiinnis of Montana, ez-Sen- 
ator J. H. Dolittle of Wisconsin, and 
Congressman Bryan of Nebraska. 

From the committee on credentials 
came a report that 810 delegates were 
entitled to vote and that they canK! 
from A2 states and territories. 

By this time the decks had been 
desied fw the permanent organisation 

an)!' Allen W: Thumaa waa welcomec 
with rousing cheers when escorted to 
the platform. General Warner intro- 
dureu iiim as the worthy son of tht 
"Old Roman," a statesman who had al 
ways been in favor of the money of tht 
constitution, and there was more ap- 
plause that turned into an ovation at 
the old man and the young one graspeii 
hands across the speaker's desk. 

Chairman Thnrman plunged into his 
address without preface, and nearl} 
every sentiment evoked applause ancl 
other evidences of enthusiasm. 

Mr. Thurman spoln snbstantially at 

follows:

•Since the late demand in the east tc 
have the government issue hntids and tin 
cry that is now ni.ade for the unconditidin 
repeal of the .Sherman law, chargiuK it, re 
gnidles.4 of facts, with all the ills that tle.'>l 
is heir to, oiiuht to make this perfectly aji 
parent to every thinking man, for shoulii 
tlie Sherman law be repealed without sub 
stitutinx anything in lieu thereof, it meant 
the liiiid destnictiou of silver money as » 
measure of value and no man can tell 
when it will ever be restored again to itt 
former plaoc 

I am against an Irredeemable ourrenc> 
in every way. but, however, if it is to bf 
decreed that we must have flat money, il 
our circulating medium Is to be baaed up- 
on faith alone, then I am in favor of Its be- 
ing iMued by the government and not by 
individuals; because I have more faith In 
all of the people than I have In any partic- 
ular class of people. But then is no need 
of fiat money, for, while it ia true that 
there is not a suflielent amount of gold, 
yet there is enough real money, gold and 
silver, upon which our currency can safel; 
rest, and If the peoide of this country arc 
only true to the princ iples of hard money 
which were taugui theiu by their fathers, 
those who Keek to now issue flat mone; 
will IX' doomed to disappointment, fot 
when the jn ople of this country come to 
fidly reali/.e the full import of this demand 
to diestroy silver, they will in BO uncertain 
Mjund let these people know that they arc 
fur bard money against paper money still. 

1 deny that gold alone affords a stuflclent 
basis uiMin which the circulating medium 
and credits of i his couuti y sliould rest, and 
1 eliar>;e that lhi>M- wlio now demand that 
hilver shall be destroycMl are not true hard 
money men, hut paper utoaey mem 

Ttie best money, the most Uouest money 
is that which wfll give to the people ue 
netiraa possible stability of value. The 
claims ot the ^>ingle standard men that this 
can U- m;iintaiiii'd only with gold alone, 1 
b» be\ e have lieen so often disproved that 
it Lt even unuecebsary to refer t<i it. 

Mr. Thurman had no doubt that the 
president's message to Ijo sent to con- 
gress uiK)n Aug. 7, will contain the 
catchiH'Uuy phrase "sound and stable 
currency." tie wanted the president, 
for whom he had great respect, to de- 
hue this phrase and to give the people 
his reasons for saying that gold alone 
will make thu staua standard. 

In conclusion ha bsggsd IsaTt to sob- 
nut the fcdlowing: 

"Fiist— Let our adversaries agree to 
the free coinage of silver at either the 
ratio of 15 to 1 or to 10 to 1. I pre- 
fer the former. If they do. we'll agree 
to the unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man law. 

"Mext— Amend the national banking 
law BO as to permit any national bauK 
to issue its notes up to the face value of 
lUU per cent upon the deposits of UU per 
cent with the United States gold or 
silver coin other than subsidiary silver. 

"Further— To lunend the repealing 
tax on nutional bank circulation. 

When Mr. Thurman concluded his 
address, loud calls for Powderly 
brought him to the platform after a 
proposition from an excited delegate 
from Nebraska that a committee be ai>- 
pointed to draft a memorial to congres.s 
and an address to the people of thu 
coimtry had been overwhelmingly sat 
upon. The labor leader said that he 
was present in response to hundreds of 
letters from his brethren in the west 
who could not come themselves but 
vaAisd him k> TQia# ttaair nBtiiaaata 



Seventy-tive t!;iuisand Kni;4hta of La- 
bor were staii<!r.iK on t'ue brink of ruin. 
Ten thousand ulone Were iiile and .00, ■ 
oixi in the east would feel bitterly the 
elfect or tilt etTort to demonetize silver, 
for tlie e.\>tiiig ilanger was not one cou- 
fineu to any iiarticniar section. 

The country sliould be iiblc to make 
its own currency witiiout any dictaticjii 
from a' rof: the water. It was time to 
tliakt- oil iiie shackles that these had 
fastenc'l 11]" in the limbs of the Ameri- 
can penpii-. If there had been any time 
in history w hen it was tiec.-ssary to lie 
cool and deliberate, that time wim at 
hand. Eve .■ KniKht of Labor throuKh- 
out the cou.iLtry who was true to his 
constitution — and they all were -wiu« 
in favor of free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of bi to 1. 

Mr. I'owderly concluded amidst ap- 
plause and then the entire convention, 
as one man. shotited for Ignatius Don- 
nelly, and the sage of Minnesota was 
half carried, half rushed to the plat- 
form, lie spoke for over ^in hour, 
eliciting repeated enthusiasm, and at 
times verKing dangerOOaly near an in- 
flammatory line. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Donnelly's 
address a recess waa taken until 8 
o'clock. 

At the evening session Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada waa the prominent 

Bi)eaker. 

Cc»ngressuian Bryan of Nebraska fol- 
lowed Senator Stewart. He believed 
that a re?n..(1y for present illaconld be 
found iu tlie ballotbox. 

After the close of Mr. Bryan's re- 
marks the meeting adjourned.

The Kaatuckian Thinks Btmttalism 
Will FreyaiL 



A s)>eciaIfromWasbington8ays: "Sen- 
ator Lindsay, of Kentucky, who buc- 
cec cled Mr. Carlisle in tlie Senate, is at 
tlie Arlin^'ton. Ills position on tlie pilver 
(piestion, wiiile not alto>;etber a^-rei iiitr 
with that of the adinini'tration, is L'eiiei- 
ally in the same line. 

"There will be, of course," lie says, " a 
li^.'lit on the part of tli<- bi to 1 ratio men, 
but tlici pressure broUj.'lit to bear by the 
(•oiiutrv will be too stroii;,' to resist. Ke- 
l>eal will come in time. I do not think 
that it will be ncn-sarv to adopt any 
special rules to secure tiiis end. While 
it is the custom of the Senate to allow 
practically unlimited debate, not many of 
the members will care to avail themselves 
of it. They will say what they have to 
say and then the matter will come to a 
vote. ^ 

"While in favor of the repeal of the 
Bhermanact as speedily as possilile, I am 
not averse to the coinage of silver at a 
ratio somewhat approximating the actual 
difl'erences in its value and that of gold. 
1 am a bimetalist, and the National plat- 
form calls for bimetalism. Itprovidi B, 
however, that the two metals be main- 
tained upon a parity, and it suggests two 
or three ways in which this can oe done, 
any one of which would be acceptable to 
me. A dollar worth a dollar is what the 
Democratic jiarty has demanded. I see 
nothing in the present talk of demoneti/.- 
ing silver. Nobody, so far as I am aware, 
lia.s |)njj)osed to ciemonetize it. The sil- 
ver winch we luive will, of lourse, be 
maintained at a i)arity with our gold 
issue. The i'ic --ent [irotest is against luir- 
chasiii;: any more of it at a lb to 1 ratio."

Nrw York, Aug. 8.— A new and as; 

peeted element of relief has been inject^ 

ed into the finaiu-ial situation. T'liited 
States iKinds have reached such a low 
fiLrure that the national hanks see theii 
way clear to make a profit hy issuing 
circulation against them. Arrange- 
ments have therefore been made by 
some of the more prominant banks to 
iDciaase their oirotuation from the min* 
imum limit, at which it now stands, to 
such an amount as will materially re- 
lieve the jiresent tension. It is estimat- 
ed that ss.doo.ooo or sio.ooo.tio;) will be 
so added to New York's supply of cur- 
rency within a very short time. 

Orders have alrea'iy U.-en placed with 
the comptroller of the currency for 
part of the new hills, and dome of the 
iiariks li.ive l)ou;,'lit their honds pre- 
paratory to depositing thcin in W'ash- 
iiiKton.

Washi.\uT(i.\, AiiK'. 2.— The weekly 
crop statement of the weather bureau 
Bays: 

The weather during the past week 
has probably re«ult«d in a general im- 
provement of croiw in the east gulf, 
and south Atluntio states. Texas and 
Arkansas report mora nnf avorabla con- 
ditions, owing to oontintied drouth- in 
many sections. 

On the Pacific coact the weather was 
especially favorable fur all crops in Ore- 
gon and Washington. Generous show- 
ers over the southern platean regtons, 
Colorado and New Mexioo bare greatly 
improved grass on cattle ranges. 

Mew England — Haying abont Ifai- 
ished; corn not doing well.
